1964 FEED FRAIN 
PROGRAM OFFERS 
ADVANCE PAYMENT 


ı Growers who take part in the 


#1964 feed grain program may re- 


ceive a part of the diversion pay- 
ment in advance, Paul E. Bounds, 
Chairman of the Hancock Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation County Committee, has an- 
nounced. As last year, the pro- 
gram will be available for corn, 
grain sorghum, and barley. 

Up to one-half of the estimated 
total diversion payment may be 
| made in advance, at the partici-' 
pant’s request, at the time of. 
signing up or as soon as Possible | 
after that time, the chairman ex- 
plained. The rest of the diversion j 
payment and all of the price sup-| 
port payment offered by the pro- 
gram will be made next fall. 

The advance payment provision 
should be of substantial benefit , 
to growers who can use extra 
ready cash during the spring plant- | 
ing season. tt 

As in 1963, the 1964 feed grain 
program offers participants a pay- 
ment for diversion of eligible crop- 
land to approved conserving uses, 
and a price support payment on 
the normal production of the 1964! 
feed grain acreage. Participating : 
growers will also qualify for price | 
support loans or purchase agree- | 
ments on their entire production 
from the feed grain acreage. 

The acreage of corn, grain sor- 
ghum, and barley has been com- 
bined into one total feed grain, 
base tor each farm, and a pro-' 
ducer may divert one or more of 
the feed grains in the total base.

Q. The postman brought me a 
letter about making social security 
reports for my maid. She tells me 
she doesn’t want to be under social 
security. Is it all right for me not 
to report since she doesn’t want 
to take part in it? 

A. No, indeed! Social Security 
taxes are due and payable when- 
ever any household employee is 
paid $50.00 in cash during any 
calendar quarter. There is no 
choice in the matter. You must 
make the report whether your em- 
ployee wants you to or not. 

Q. Pm confused about making 
reports of the wages I pay my 
maid. She only works one day a 
week. I thought social security was 
due just on “regular” workers. 

A. Whether your maid just 
works a few days, one day a week, 
or even less, is not the test. The

Q. I take care of my employer’s 
children in her home. She does not 
make a Social Security report for 
my wages. I am not ready to claim 
Social Security payments, but I 
want to be sure I get credit for 
my wages. Is there anything I can 
do? 

A. Come to see us right away. | 
Bring any evidence you have of 
your wages. We will investigate 
and see that you get credit for 
vour work. Your employer will 
have to pay interest and a Penalty 
for the failure to report your 
wages on timo.

A study of possible conversion 
of one of thè U. S. government’s 
nuclear reactors on the Savannah 
River to the generation of electric 
power has been proposed by a 
group of 12 southeastern electric 
companies, including Mississippi 
Power Company, Gulfport, A. J. 
Watson, Jr., president announced 
today. 

Mr. Watson said that the ob- 
jective of the study would be to 
determine whether commercial uti- 
lization of a reactor now scheduled 
to be withdrawn from plutonium 
production for atomic weapons at 
the Savannah River site in South 
Carolina would be feasible. 

The power company official said 
that top executives of the utilities 
made a formal proposal to the 
Atomic Energy Commission that 
the investor-owned companies he 
permitted to undertake a study 
“to determine the technical and 
economic feasibility of converting 
and utilizing part of these facilities 
(at Aiken) for electric power pro- 
duction.” 

If undertaken, the study is ex- 
pected to be completed by the end 
of this year, at an estimated cost 
of between $300,000 to $400,000,

ELECTRIC SAFETY 


Electricity can, if properly treat- 
ed, be a wonderful servant. But 
handled carelessly it can be an 
enemy and do a lot of harm. 

First make sure that all wiring, 
insulation, plugs, etc., are in good 
condition. This is a must. 

Here are some rules to help play 
it safe with electricity; Know 
where the main switch is and keep 
it clear in case of emergency. Be 
sure to pull the main switch be- 


\fore making repairs. Be sure to 
juse the right size fuse for the cir- 


cuit. 

Do not touch a bare wire or any 
metal that is in contact with a 
bare wire. Do not touch electrical 
fixtures, switches and applicances 
when you are wet. 

Pull out attachment plugs by 
holding the plug instead of the 
cord. When you are through using 
any appliance or electrical tool, 
unplug it or turn off the electri- 
city. 

Always buy and use equipment 


that has been UL approved and 


labeled. Be sure to ground the 
frame of 240-volt electric motors. 
On portable 120 volt electrical 
tools use three-wire cords. Always 
stand on a dry surface when using 
electrical tools. Keep children 
away from electrical cords and out- 
lets.

10 construction contracts 
totaling $1,498,337 have been com- 
pleted.

Personnel at the site no longer 
can talk on first name basis. About

MTO employment will peak with 
some 2,500 permanent persons 
working at the site.

There will be three test stands 
at MTO, two to fire the second 
stage of the Saturn V and a huge 
400-foot tall dual stand to test 
the booster of the Moon Rocket.
